It isn’t 
being done this year. Mrs. Ludwig 1 s letter (also attached) would bear me out 
I think. 


I want to help all I can but please give me something to stand on in 
the way of information. 7/hat are you doing to your house? ;ilho are the new 
tenants? ‘what do you want done? I would much prefer that you ho.ndle it direct 
but I don't suppose you can do that being across the Continent most of the time. 
But if we, hore in the office, are to do anything for you then wo must know 
more than we do now so as not to appear like dyed-in-the-wool ignoramuses#

Dear Kirby: 

Well hwr goes the old sinner? It's been a long time since 
we had a visit. We havd^a very successful year here and are now in the midst 
of the biggest program of workers' dramatics ever presented in this country. 

Two companies of our players are out for nine weeks, covering more than one 
hundred cities with plays written here this year, dealing with current issues. 

Two anti-war plays are proving the moBt popular among the lot. Audiences are 
large and enthusiastic most everywhere. You certainly^larry on mass edueation 
through plays, if you go at it vigorously. 

But now I have to relate a sad tale. You have heard of 
over-work. Two thorough medical exams this month have confirmed a fear I have 
had for a year - that one of these pluggers has reached the end of his rope# 

The doctors say I must quit and rest for six months - or quit f.cr good. 

For about a year and a half I've been suffering considerable physical pain 
in my hips, legs and back - too much pain to make life thoroughly enjoyable. 

Now slow paralysis has set in from the waist down, and I have to reoognize the 
inevitable before it is too late. 

To make the story worse, I returned from a long lecture trip 
to find that my faithful secretary and wife of the last fifteen years had 
oracked up under the strain, Myra has suflfered a serious relapse mentally and 
lost all interest in life. The dootors say I shall lose her unless she, too, 
can go away to an entirely different world and play for at least six months, 

It8s an old story ofr all work, no play and little pay. My 
spirits are o.k., but my body has quit. She is down both physically and 
mentally. Doctors have a grand manner of talking of far distant, delightful 
and expensive resorts. And we haven't a cent. After talking it over with 
some of the old gang here, they have set up a committee to raise a fund to 
send us paupers away. Roger, Nevin, Devere, Harry Laidler and some others 
have worked out a budget and are passing the hat, Myra and I are ddeply chagrinned 
at the necessity for such a device, but we haven't drawn our salaries from 
either Brookwood or the Committee on Militarism, and just can't do anything 
else but accept this help. 

The group wanted me to write you regarding the possibility 
of your suggesting a few names, and to ask whether you might drop a line to 
a few people who know us both. The figure they are ^trying to raise looks 
large, but it does seem to be a reasonable estimate. Mexico has been chosen 
as a retreat for three reasons* Myra took up Spanish a few years ago and has 
wanted to go to Mexico. She handles the language well. It's about the only 
place I've been able to suggest that has appealed to her. In the second place, 
its is quite different and meets the needs the doctors say. Then it is the best 

place they can suggest for Alice Ellen who must go with us, since she is my 



trump card in trying to win Myra hack to an interest in life. Living costs 
there are as low as anywhere me might go/ that would be far enough away for 
us to be beyond the oall of the movement baok home, 

At first I was bowled over at the thought of having to 
quit/ for six months or a year, but after going over plans with the staff I 
believe that I can get away from Brookwood without doing serious damage here. 
In other words, I am not as indispensible as I might think* Guess the world 
can go on. 


I imagine you have your money raising troubles. Brookwood 
certainly has them. But I'll be grateful for any suggestions you may make. 
If you can find time to drop a note to the enclosed list, it will help. 

If there are any of them you prefer not to write to, we can give the names 
to someone else Devera Allan is acting as treasurer of the fund and 
receives the oheoks. 


Will see you when we return in the fall. We are (joying 
to get away the latter part of May.

Dear Mr. Page:- 

After reading your recent articles in the Christian Century, am 
forced by my conception of what is right and what is wrong, to 
write to you; as one who, for some time back has made every effort 
on many occasions to say something favorable about what you have 
written, yourself as a speaker and the World Tomorrow, feel that 
I'm not ignoring ordinary restraining factord by doing so. I 
sincerely hope that if I am wrong, there will be some way in which 
you can point out my error to me; likewise if I am right in what I 
propose to discuss, hope that I shall be able to make some change 
in your beliefs respecting some things with which I'm unable to 
agree. 

Two years ago, or even one, the possibility that you might not be 
correct at all times had never occurred to me; in my circle of 
friends, which isn't small for one in my station in life, a number 
of people have assailed me regarding my belief in certain things 
you've written, and after calling into play much more patience 
than I would have shown myself had the circumstances been reversed, 
one or two have brought me to where I believe I'm beginning to 
see the light. This letter is likely to be much longer than I 
would like, so am skipping particular reference to the articles I 
have in mind in order to conserve your time and mine, and will con¬ 
fine my remarks to incidents in past political and economic history, 
which suggest to me that there is something wrong with either your 
philosophy or my own. 

To begin, an item of news; along with about forty other Pontiac 
people, I attended a hearing on a Sedition Bill in the Capitol at 
Lansing one night this past week. To hear the perfectly stupid and 
asinine arguments presented by the supporters, has convinced me that 
reformers have nothing to say in which people are at all interested 
and that only those who are r, a long way advanced in their economics” 
will be able to gain support from and lead people who know how to 
think. There was ample applause for every radical who spoke, but 
only boos and hisses for the conservatives, including a former 
governor. The Hearst papers report this otherwise, and I think it 
worth while to mention this, as I suppose similar history is being 
made simultaneously in other states and reports garbled in the same 
manner. 

Let me suggest that Thomas, Chase, Olson, Morgan, Mellon, Schwab, 
Townsend, Coughlin, Long, Roosevelt and Hoover are all alike as far 
their interference with building a decent economic system is 






concerned, because all their efforts are directed toward preserving 
the capitalist economy. Whether they wrap the profit system in 
folds of red,white and blue bunting and yell ,, comraunist ,f at all who 
object to it or only rant about the abuses makes no fundamental 
difference. Likewise, Social Democrats, Mensheviks, Socialists, 
Communists, members and followers of the Parmer-Labor, British 
Labour and Independent Labour parties and other parlimentarians are 
all subject in varying degrees to the same criticism. Unless you 
are thoroughly familiar with the chapter on Ramsey MacDonald in 
Strachey's Coming Struggle for Power, the two chapters about The 
Policy of the Lesser Evil in his Menace of Fascism arid the three 
chapters on How Fascism Came in Italy, Germany and Austria respect¬ 
ively in R. Palme Dutt 1 s Fascism and Social Revolution, let me urge 
you to read and thoroughly understand them all as this will be just 
as important as anything you or I have ever done in our lives. We 
are both concerned more than anything else with human lives and 
values, but without these facts, our bases for determining what to 
do about this tremendously important subject is no good whatever. 

Let us go back to 1917. The Russian Social Democratic Party elected 
Kerensky who proceeded to negotiate furthur foreign loans for the 
purpose of carrying on the war; the people who elected him didn't 
want any more war - they wanted '‘Peace, Land and Bread" and they 
used the only means so far discovered, for people in a stricken land 
to get these things. 

About the same time, iii.;1918 the German Social Democratic Party elect¬ 
ed Ebert as President; all through his time in office, every move was 
prompted by his concern lest something happen to capitalism. I don't 
know the exact dates, but later the Social Democratic Party put up no 
candidate but voted for the reactionary Hindenberg as the only way of 
defeating Hitler, and still later they voted for Hitler (with an under¬ 
standing that they would collaborate after the election^ as the only 
alternative to Communism. Now, with Hitler in the saddle, we can decide 
as to whether it was in Russia or in Germany that a mistake was made 
in 1917 and 1918. The answer is obvious. 

That no farmer or working class party has ever been able to elect 
candidates to office except when the major parties recognize the need 
of certain governmental policies which cannot be adopted without full 
farmer and working class support is amply proved by events in England. 
Limitation of wages, reduction of unemployment insurance and curtail¬ 
ment or complete elimination of other social services have all been 
accomplished under MacDonald, while if these things had been attempted 
by either a Liberal or Conservative administration, revolution would 
have been inevitable. Under the Means Test now in effect, no matter 
how many years a worker has paid into the unemployment insurance fund, 
if anyone in his family still has a job, he gets nothing. Even now, 
Stanley Baldwin is the head of the government; MacDonald has repudiated 
everything he has ever stood for or said in his whole career and there 
he stands: just look at him . In the limelight, which is all he ever 
wanted anyway, but not even the respectable shell of a man; surely he 
represents nothing . What will future historians have to say of him? 
Only that he helped to make it possible for capitalism to’iive on it's 
fat" a few years longer; that is all. 

In Italy, the membership of the Social Democratic Party in 1920 was 









about 220,000 which is approximately the same proportion of the total 
population as thirty times the present membership of the Socialist 
Party would be of the population of the United States in 1930. In 
1920, the industries of Northern Italy attempted to crush the unions 
by means of a general lockout, the men refused to be locked, out and 
500,000 of them remained in possession of these key industries. 

Neither the owners or the government were able to get them out, but 
the leaders of the Confederation of Labour', who were controlled by 
the leaders of the SociallDfemocratic Party were called on to do this. 
After this "achievement" and on account of the fifteen or twenty 
thousand leaders following a policy of collaboration with the minisbry 
and parliment, the membership fell away while the party of Mussolini 
grew from 20,000 to 250,000 in one year. Almost unheard of at the 
time of the attempted lockout, they were voted into power thirteen 
months later. Exactly the same thing can happen heHe, and will if we 
don’t watch olit. 

It seems plain to me that people will not follow reformist leadership. 
This is definitely the reason why organizations now known as radical 
are made up of generals with no» followings. I have dropped my 
membership" in the Socialist Party, and if I cannot afford to.risk 
going along with an organization which proposed to do something about 
the crazy situation we are all in, I will not help one of the other 
kind. There are too many of them anyway, they have too many "generals" 
and do not need you nor do they need me. We should both recognize this 
and find out where we are needed and where what we can do will count. 

Of course, you will say that this is communism; you have said almost 
this about two different organizations which recognize the facts of 
the situation; these are the League Against War and Fascism and New 
America. If recognition of the facts depends on how close we must 
come to being communists, it seems to me that it won’t be long now 
before there will be a lot of people to be so classified; you and I 
might just as well hop on the band wagon now as wait untill it’s so 
crowded that good seats are no longer available. 

In all good spirit, and hoping that this letter is not too long for 
you, lam.

Believe it was Alfred Jay Nock who 
defined so called human government as " an unintelligent majority ruled or 
governed by an intelligent minority for profitable considerations That 

tbft ruling power has always been one of exploitation * It yet remains to 
be se&tfif"greed for ruling power or the abuses - of beaurocracy may not be 
the undoing of the the present Russian government. The weakness of all 
so-called human government lie 3 in the control of the majority by a minority . 
When the great masses of humanity are abilo intoVlectuaXiy and morally rule ^ 
the minority Interests, then there is some real hope for the abundant life 
which lies somewhere beyond the horizon of our present forms of government. 

The problem lies Is making human beings out of the great majority Ibho peop- 
le. Perhaps biology is the answer to tins problem, and starting from the 
"cradle" a new breed can be produced that will make possible a sane and humane 
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kind of "collective" ‘form of society* All forms of Government are founded 
on the doctrine of force, and perhaps if the masses can be made over into real 
human beings then a stable socialistic kind of government will bring untold 
blessing to the people* 

The depression has taught the people, the majority of them some¬ 
what of a lesson. Not all are willing to admit that a collective kind of 
society must be developed* But most all of them are no longer ignorant a- 
bout the failure of Capitolism. The majority of them are cowards, not 
willing"to take it on the chin" for the sake of a good cause. Have not for¬ 
gotten how the rank and file of the Socialists faded from view during the 
great Wojyd War. "Many have come bub few are chosen", ^.nd the so-called 
Liberals how they have faded away since the depression d^pened in intensity. 
They served the purpose of blocking the progress of the radical and consera 
tive groups. 

It is written "Ye must be born again before you can see the 
Kingdom of God", The average man must be bora again, made human before he 
can see the gospel of social—salvation. He blocks the progress of the cause. 

He belongs to the unintelligent majority. It Is he who makes it neccessary 
to travel the "shed blood" route to salvation. Why are the communists hunted, 
hated, and despised? Because they preach a truthful doctrine the only possi 
hie means for soc5.al salvation. The intelligent minority know that It 

is the only means by which their rule can be over-throwno 

There never was any real argument^could be made In defense of 
Capitolism* A strong minority-group of ruling property-class holding in 
subjection, exploiting the large masses of the people* Extracting or sub¬ 
tracting their wealth, appropriated by the minority group. Not so much for 
the value of the wealth as for the ruling power that wealth affords the own¬ 
ers. There has been only one country that has made any headway in changing 
this system of government. Reference being made to Russia, and as said be¬ 
fore the greatest weakness of Russian government lies in the rulershlp of a 
powerful minority group. Will they succeed in humanizing the great majority 
of Russian people? A new commandaant I give you that ye must love one 
another"J Until that commandmant is factually realized there is no hope 
for the people. 

Races of people come and go just as bacteria first thrive and 
then die within the culture medium of the test-tube. The bacteria secret*- 
a poison or toxin which destroy* them. Races of so-called human beings se¬ 
crete-social poisons which also destroy them. Will Euorpe he able to sur¬ 
vive and change to a federation of states all ruled by a socialized govern¬ 
ment? Must a great war be needed to bring about this much needed develope- 
ment? And will this country have to wage war in order that the frightful 
results of the carnage and sufferings of the people drive us to adopt a 
socialized kind of government? My contention is that the people will have 
to endure much suffering before they attain a humanized kind of governemt. 
Unless they are able to survive the ordeal, it means the passing away of the 
white races. Adam was told not to eat of the Tree of Knowledge, of Good and 
Evil. Evidently that?Tree was only intended for human beings to partake of 
Its fruit without spiling them. 

I wish you every success, and hope that the various minority 
groups will have Intelligence enough to work togethe r for one common cause, 
a collective state of society. Divided as they are there is no hope for 
the future. Get together now -— a hoi’se divided against itself cannot 
stand.

I have consulted Charlie Laue about the present situation 
on the houses in Sunnyside and would like to write you about the matter* 

Wo are in the midst now of a very hot fight. Members of the community 
are picketing the office of the City Housing Corporation, two by two 
all day long, so that no payments are being made in person at the 
office. We have an excellent chance of winning the whole fight*. You 
would be perfectly safe in writing to City Housing to say that you 
must withhold payment or that the amount of the payment will be de¬ 
posited in the bank pending the court 1 s decision on the cases new 
before it. You certainly ought to be with us in this strike* The 
vast majority in the community have the green tree sign in the windows 
which indicates that they are members of the protesting body, 

Charlie Laue writes as follows; lf It would be helpful to the 
fight the home owners are making if payments that you want to make to the 
City Housing Corporation be withheld at least until the thirty-two 
foreclosure actions are withdrawn against the leaders of the movement, 

"For more than two years the home owners have attempted to 
bargain collectively with the corporation, but without success. The 
*strike* began only as a last resort when Mr, Bing confessed that he 
could not reach the first mortgage holders. Every cent that is now 
paid into the City Housing Corporation is used to press the foreclosure 
action. Over 315 home owners have joined in the fight by withholding 
their payments. About 450 have joined the *union* authorizing the committee 
to act for them. A settlement will be put before the group which will 
vote on the terms to be presented. 1 Pickets* are on duty from 8:00 A.M, 
to 7;00 P.M, every day in front of the City Housing Corporation office”.

I should like to have your -definite answer as early as possible on one or two 
points. I question whether the new pamphlet you are preparing will cover the ground 
that I have in mind. You will probably lay your chief emphasis on the question of 
violence as against a non-violent revolution. Out of our last few volumes I could 
quickly draw the* material for a 'pamphlet that would cover the four principal 
systems - Capitalism, Fascism, Communism and Socialism - showing the good and bad 
po:‘nts of each. I would draw rather heavily on your book, 1N DIVI DUAL I Si 1 ,1 AND SOCIALISM, 
and on my PILGRIMAGE OF IDEAS, making the authorship of the pamphlet the Wo of us. 

I think such a pamphlet 'would be most useful. 

Will you let me know specifically whether you intend to cover clearly and 
at any length these four systems in your new economic pamphlet? 

I had it in mind to write my section of a fresh pamphlet setting forth my 
pacifist position something similar to our former pamphlet - Abolition of War. 

Rave you any suggestions in regard to this? 

I have in mind to prepare a pamphlet on some such title as "Nhat Religion 
Means to Me? 1 * drawing from our former pamphlet on that subject which is now out 
of print. From my chapter on religion from A TILGRI AGE OF IDEAS I would then 
add a brief outline for studies for : bout thrde months on the life of Christ. I 
have not found just what I want elsewhere along this devotional line. LIVING 
CREATIVELY is far too voluminous and scattered and the outline in your 
PERSONALITY OF JESUS I fear is too brief. I shall look it over again, however. 

Shall I see you when I am at Hollister on June 10? I shall prob bly 
be at istes Pf.\rk Juno 7-8 and shall be at the Ohio Conference at Beliefontaine 
June 11-12. I shall also be at Lake Geneva June 13-14 and at Camp Becket 
June 16-17, sailing for Europe on June 26. 

Please let me have your reaction ns regards the pamphlets as soon 
as possible.

As soon as Henry Crane mentioned to me your plan for a trip for the 

four of us around the world next year, I y/rote a private, confidential letter 

to Barnett, asking him what the prospects were in China and whether we could 

render any real service to China at this time, I enclose his reply, I am 
not showing this to Reinie. He is pessimistic enough without such a letter* 
When I last saw him he said that if war was now certain in Europe and European 
culture was going to sink, he ought not to think of the luxury, selfishly, 
of even studying conditions in Asia, This is part of his habitual or recurring 
pessimism, I think, which you and I do not agree with. 

In the light of Barnett*s letter, however, since I am already persona 
non grata with Japan and now with Chiang Kai-shek, it will probably be wiser 
for me not to go to the Far East at all during 1936, I have half a dozen 
urgent invitations to visit India, including the suggestion of Stanley Jones, 

that I go to India while he goes to China, which apparently he is preparing 

to do for nine months. That would take him to China while we were there* 

If we were to have anything of a trip at all together, in the light of Barnett*s 
letter, it would probably be better if we spent September, October, November, 
and possibly December in covering the Balkans, Turkey, Palestine, Egypt, and 
India, in that order, I remaining for further work in India while you three 
went on to China and Japan. If you visited the Far East first, I would only 
have a few weeks with you in one or two cities in India, 

Please note carefully what Barnett says about the contribution you 
could make on social problems and social religion, and the fact that China is 
not open to a fair consideration of the absolute pacifist message, except 
with very small, inner groups, and that even there it T/\ould meet with strong 
opposition from some. Pacifism seems to many in China the word of hypocritical 
Western imperialism, that China should remain passive while Japan takes over all 
she wants * 


I should be glad to have your reaction to Barnett*s letter. Please 
return it to me, I look forward to seeing you in Hollister,

The: first three chapters of "Property" are impressive:,, but the 
fourth is not.. How in the face of the pusillanimity and futility of 
tiie British Labor Party and the German' Social Democratic Party any 
one can have an atom off confidence in the possibility off achieving 
Socialism by the constitutional processes: devised by Property in¬ 
terests for their own purposes, is beyond me. There is no reason to 
think, moreover, that the human race will for- a long time to come 
arrive at enough rationality to choose and adopt in sweet reason¬ 
ableness a new social order’. New social orders arrive, and are ra¬ 
tionalized and accepted afterwards;. The Socialist Party is weaker re¬ 
latively now than it was thirty years ago, ; and there is 'no reason to 
suppose that a conglomeration with middle-class psychology can be 
formed and converted into an agency of socialization. To compromise 
with middle—class medievalism as, the "Revolutionary" German Social 
Democrats are doing now in their published material and as the Ame¬ 
rican Socialist Party does; \ a,g-» the Wisconsin tenderness for the 
farmer-;; betrays a senseless futility.. Nothing ever-gets adopted on 
its merits;,, of course;: but that is no reason for trying to fool a 
miscellaneous mass of people into voting for something that runs 
contrary to all their most deep-seated traditions. Even public own¬ 
ership deliberate!,/ agreed on by an overwhelming majority would not 
even be in the direction of socialism unless the power were un- 
mi stakeably in the hands of Labor;: hence: to try to put socialism in 
by the aid of middle-class votes actuated by hostility to Big Busi¬ 
ness. is nonsense. The. Progressives off Wisconsin have been facing 
backward and marking time ever, since; I began to go to the University 
of Wisconsin twenty-five years ago, Theie. is not the remotest: kinship 
between them and Socialism.. 


If one can be sure of anything it is that Capitalism will pre - 
vail in the United States, until it breaks down hopelessly either in 
a, greater depression or in a World War.

Many thanks for your letter and your help in assisting Myra and, 
me in our present difficulties. It is a sad story but I guess 
it happens often in the movement. We have tried so hard to get 
Brookwood on its feet that we got ourselves into this difficulty. 

By the end of the week I shall have my affairs here arranged so 
thftt the institution can operate for five or six months without 
serious loss. The board have granted me a leave of absence for 
that period. 

The committee trying to raise a fund are making real progress. 

We secured one contribution of 11000 gift conditional upon our 
raising $1200 or $1500 more. With a little effort this" 
can be done within the next few days. W'e had originally 
planned to leave here about the first of June for a trio to some 
mountain area in the west where we would take ifc easy and combine 
rest with play to get back on our feet. However during the 
last month I have lost atrehght so rapidly that I am now advised 
that it will be probably a month before I am able to travel at 
all. During that period 1 shall take it easy in this section 
hoping to get back enough strength to permit our going on what 
would be called a vacation instead of a hospital trip. I am 
optimistic about the outcome and feel sure that we will be back on 
our feet in time for next winter. /e have had a most satisfactory 
eroerience at Brookwood and have thoroughly enjoyed the work even 
if there has been too much of it, ab times. V/e have been quite 
humbled by the response of our friends in helping in this situation. 
Ray Newton, Devere, Roger, Nevin, Walter Ludwig and others have 
been chasing financial prospects rather effectively. It seems to 
be easier to secure money for this kind of emergency than for re¬ 
gular activities of the institutions which weserve. ^e will keep 
in touch W'dith’ mou ou developments. 

I hope you have a pleasant summer with the fairr 1 ”- ''ith the great¬ 
est appreciation for your help, I am, as, ever.

This will acknowledge your letter of May 9 as well as a 
letter from your secretary of May 17 ordering two books. 

May I say in the beginning that I am very sure that you 
will find the new official textbook of The Cooperative Union 
whioh you have ordered, to be one that you will consider well 
worth taking the time to read in detail, I personally oonsider 
that it is perhaps the most outstanding book on Cooperation that 
has been issued, I have written Prof. Hall and have expressed 
to him my disappointment in the fact that he did not cover the 
subject of action as citizens politically in recovering ownership 
of utilities, which Mrs. Webb oalls ’’obligatory consumers* coopera¬ 
tion". That, together with the fact that I would have liked to have 
seen a brief chapter on eoonomio history prior to the industrial 
revolution are the two criticisms I would make on the book. The 
authors do disouss the relationships of consumers* cooperatives and 
producers* unions in a very through way. 

As to the be3t literature whioh you might use for sale at 
your various meetings, we should be most happy indeed for you to 
carry with you one or two pamphlets, and to price them to you at 
wholesale rates. 

Very little new literature had been issued sinoe the death 
of Cedric Long, the former Seoretary. We are now trying to catch 
up* I felt that there was need of a general pamphlet whioh would 
disouss the movement in quite a thorough way, and accordingly wrote 
one entitled "America's Answer-- Consumers' Cooperation" shortly 
after I came here. Later 1 summarized the movement in a brief way 
in an address in Ohio, which they desired to use as a sort of an 
outline for one of their FERA School programs, and which has been 
published under the title "A Cooperative Economic Democracy". 
Recently a new pamphlet has been written by Rev. Ellis J. Cowling 
entitled "A Short Introduction to Consumers' Cooperation".

Dear Friend: 


The development of the student strike against war 
this year into national proportions brings a problem be-, 
fore Christian groups which are working with ■university 
and college students which cannot any longer be avoided. 
The strong Communist influence in the national student 
strike movement makes it impossible for increasing num¬ 
bers of peace minded people to share in this demonstra¬ 
tion. On the other hand, not only the success of the 
student strike but, more important, the growing threat 
of war makes it imperative that more effective and dra¬ 
matic ways shall be developed by those who believe in the 
non-violent method of Christ. 


I am wondering if the Fellowship of Reconciliation 
might not be of service in helping Christian groups to 
discover a form of expression for the will to peace among 
Christian students for next year. We will be glad to 
have suggestions as to ways in which this can be done, and 
to serve as a clearing house for such suggestions. I be¬ 
lieve that you will agree that the time to begin our think¬ 
ing is now if we are to make an effective contribution at 
this point to the student mind during the ensuing academic 
year. Please give me your opinion as to the value of a 
united move in this direction, and as to forms which that 
move may take.

I regret to report that my Washington ad¬ 
venture has turned out rather sourly. Briefly 
the story is this: The Civic Education Service 
publishes three papers,two of which are discon¬ 
tinued in July and August. The practice seems 
to be to collect a staff in the fall, with prom¬ 
ises of a future and raises in salary, etc., and 
then to fire the entire group in the spring and 
start all over the following Septemeber. In this 
way they save on summer salaries, to say nothing 
of the promised salary increases. We were all 
fired within two days, just after the two papers 
in question suspended for the summer, all strandei 
and more or less stunned. 

Several likely prospects have popped up, 
but they are net likely to develop yet for some 
time, perhaps not until September. Today I 
turned down a lucrative post with the AAA because 
of an article which I wrote some time ago for 
the Mercury and which is due to be published in 
a month or so. The article is anti-administra¬ 
tion, and I felt that in view of my attitude it 
would be quite impossible to take a government 
job. I expect to do some intensive free-lance 
work In the next few weeks and hope for the best.

Why should it not be possible for 
all who desire the same end to work toward that 
end without dissipating their energies on a ques¬ 
tion which may very well never arise? Both 
Socialists and Communists run for office in the 
elections. B 0 th strive ostensibly to attain 
power with a minimum of violence. Ifj when the 
day comes that the overture is imminent, it shoulc 
become plain that violence must be toiAsrad intro¬ 
duced, it will be because that course Is thrust 
upon the revolutionists by force of circumstance. 
In no case could it really be violence on any 
major scale, I believe. That would in all like¬ 
lihood be left for the counter-revolution, if 
there is one. The revolution, like most major 
revolutions would probably be accomplished with - 
out bloodshed. Therefore, why talk about vio¬ 
lence and what we should or should not do when 
the crisis for which we are working arrives?

I greatly regret the attitude taken by Profes.sor 
Lyon, which of course Is unjustified by the facts. 
However, I doubt whether his statements have had any 
great effect among his colleagues, for he has no 
reputation for knowledge along these lines. While 
it was desirable to make your position clear, to draw 
any further public attention to Professor Lyon’s 
statement would, I am sure, magnify its influence 
out of all proportion to its desert. 


I am sorry that you should have had this happen 
in connection with your visit to Bangor and Orono, and 
can sense how important it is that misunderstanding 
regarding your true position should not arise. The 
struggle goes on here, and I am at present in the midst 
of a series of committee meetings in which I am arguing 
that our Board owes it to those who are opposed to 
military means of settling disputes to take a definite 
stand against compulsory military drill and to do 
ever 7 /i 2 ing possible to secure the cooperation of other 
agencies in an effort to get legislative enactment of 
a bill to make the courses here voluntary. It is hard 
and unhappy going, but I intend to do the best I can. 
The decision, which almost certainly will be contrary 
to my desires, will be made on June 6 th.

My dear Mr. Eddy: 

Replying to your letter of May twenty-first 
relative to Stanley Jones' new book, "Christ's Alterna¬ 
tive to Communism," let me say that I read it carefully 
and reviewed it for the New York Christian Advocate. 

I am very interested to note that you feel 
that the proposed remedies are inadequate. That is my 
own impression, and I so stated in the review. I feel 
with you, however, that the book contains material of 
great value. 

The question you raise concerning a ninety- 
six page pamphlet presents some difficulties. I am 
of the opinion that Stanley Jones would gladly relin¬ 
quish any profits he might receive if the book might 
serve a greater constituency. The Methodist b Q ok 
Concern, which publishes it, is not a profit-making 
organization. It is true that the individual book 
is sold at a profit. But the total returns from the 
Book Concern are used to help support our retired 
preachers. The result is that the enterprise itself 
is really a co-operative undertaking wherein returns 
go to a certain needy group. 

I doubt very much if the Book Concern would 
give its consent as you suggest. I know from some ex¬ 
perience I have had with the Concern in the matter of 
securing permission to reprint a chapter from a book 
which was put out for me. Objections were raised since 
they felt the sale of a single chapter might interfere 
with the sale of the book itself. There is some force 
to the Book Concern's argument for this reason—many 
books are published which bring no return at all. 
Occasionally a book is put out that has a wide sale. 

The returns from the v/ider sales help to balance the 
losses from the books that sell at a loss.
